Cannot Protect Jap Residents 


St. Petersburg, March 25.—The Governor of the province of Temik has 
ordered all the Japanese in the province to keep inside their houses and 
remove the signs from their skops. As he cannot guarantee to protect 
them, they must be prepared to protect themselves. 


Face to Face Along the Yalu. 


London, March 25.—A dispatch from Ping Yang says returns to the 
Japanese office show that 4,100 Cossacks crossed the Yalu river from 
Antung during the last five days, and 3,000 Russians are holding Anju and 
1,600 are at a strategic point on the Corean bank of the Yalu river. The 
returns state that 500 members of the Russian infantry and Cossack regi- 
ments, have proceeded southward and now occupy Chongju. 


The Russians are reported holding the north bank of the Yalu and }j 


the Japanese the south bank at Anju, where the latter have thrown up ¢n- 
ttrenchments. The hostile forces are thus face to face, and desultory 
shots have already been exchanged. Hitherto there have been but few 
casualties.

Rome, March 25.,—A telegram received from Chefoo states that five 
thousand Japanese landed at Chemul po, Corea, on March 22nd, making 4 
total of 92,000 Japanese on Corean soil.

Seoul, March 25.—The Corean go yernment has presented fifty head of 


cattle, thirty casks of wine and 30,000 cases of cigarettes to the Japan- 
ese navy in appreciation of its great. successes..
